RENEW FOR 10 YEARS 

The Ten Year Amateur License is now a reality, but you must 
renew your current ticket in order to get one. The Commission 
acted on October 6th to affirm PR Docket 83-337 and has extended 
the operator and station licenses in the Amateur Service to 10 
years, while, at the same time, changing in the grace period for 
renewing an expired license from the current 12 months to 24. 

The Commission said that it would not issue a blanket order 
extending existing licenses because it felt that this would be con- 
fusing to both U.S. amateurs and foreign licensing authorities who 
have reciprocal agreements with the United States. Instead, the 10 
year license will be phased in as current licensees apply for 
renewal. (FCC Order 83-454-5, October 6, 1983)

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THE “EC” LIFE NO. 1 
By Al Elmore, WA4RGO, EC Duval Co. ARRL 
There are certain minimum essentials necessary in order to 
maintain effective control during an emergency net. In a few short 
sentences let me offer the following for your consideration:

~ (1) QUICK, SHORT CHECK IN: Give your callsign only. Net ° 


control will ask for handle and further clarification, if needed. 

(2) NEVER CALL NET CONTROL unless you have urgent or 
emergency traffic essential to the well-being of the emergency in 
progress. Information reports on the nature of the emergency will 
be given by the NCS as frequently as reasonable (every ten mintues 
if possible). Please contain your curiosity or go to another 
frequency for information. This is especially important during the 
first 30 to 45 minutes of the net being activated. 

(3) KEEP ALL TRANSMISSIONS SHORT! Real short! Quick! 
Pointed! Even terse, if possible. Do not give your callsign on each 
transmission if you feel that net control knows who you are. But IF 
IN DOUBT, by all means identify. You be the judge. Net control 
will ask for ID if not certain. 

(4) GET A CONFIRMATION on any important traffic you have 
just passed. No need to handle the same traffic twice or to overlook 
important messages even the first time. 

(5) DOUBLE CONFIRM the accuracy of your emergency 
traffic. There is absolutely no place for panic information in a 
professional organization like ARES. To the best of your ability, be 
sure your source of information is reliable and accurate. 
Sometimes, this can be a tough assignment, but do your best. 
Remember, be brief even with your emergency transmissions. 

(6) BE PATIENT with net control. You are not the only person 
he is keeping track of. He must relay and receive information from 
others at control headquarters and may not answer you im- 
mediately. DO make sure he confirms your transmissions to him, 
however. Let’s not drop a call for help. 

(7) STAY WHERE YOU ARE ASSIGNED even though you may 
be tempted to move where the excitement is greater. Net control 
knows he has assigned you there and will be depending on you inan 
emergency. If you think it might be wise to move to another 
position, clear it with net control before doing so. 

(8) IF YOU WANT RELIEF for any reason, call net control as 
soon as possible and advise him. 

(9) STAY ON THE FREQUENCY ASSIGNED. In some 
emergencies, we will also possibly use 146.88 as a backup and/or 
146.52 simplex in close areas. Be sure and stay where you are 
assigned. * 

Change over only in the event you are unable to reach net control 
on your assigned frequency. 

SUMMARY: BRIEF CHECK IN / KEEP QUIET UNLESS YOU 
HAVE URGENT TRAFFIC / DON’T ASK STATUS QUESTIONS 
UNLESS NECESSARY / LISTEN TO NET CONTROL / BE 
PATIENT / STAY WHERE ASSIGNED / KEEP ALL TRANS- 
MISSIONS SHORT / CONFIRM ALL IMPORTANT MESSAGES. 

In closing, be proud and thankful that you have been given an 
opportunity to serve rather than be served! You are serving in a 
professional capacity as a trained communications expert. Believe 
me, after 23 years of very active duty with the Florida Highway 
Patrol Auxiliary, ARES does its job as well as any other emergency 
organization I know of. One last request, after an emergency, you . 
are encouraged to contact me personally with your opinions and 
observations as to how we can improve our emergency service 
through amateur radio. If you don’t, you might be the victim of 
your own failure in some future emergency.

UTC OR GMT? 

The time zones which we use, such as EST, MST, etc., or, for that 
matter, Zulu time, are all related to Coordinated Universal Time 
(UTC). For the purpose of radio communications Greenwich Mean 
time (GMT) is out. 

GMT was based on solar time, i.e., the earth orbit around the sun. 
It was, if you wish, astronomical time. Becaue the orbit of the earth 
around the sun is not circular, corrections had to be made, thus 
creating ‘‘mean solar time’’. The system served us well for many 
years until something better came along in the form of atomic 
oscillators. 

Atomic oscillators are extremely accurate, and give us the 
benefit of a very uniform time scale. On the other hand, navigators 
require a clock tied to the exact position of the earth and are 
therefore less impressed with uniformity of time. In fact, precise 
navigation requires conversion back from UTC. So you see, you 
cannot please all at the same time. 

In fact, the new UTC system, which was adopted in Geneva in 
1971 and became effective in 1972 is a compromise between the 
scientist’s desire for a uniform time scale and the navigator’s need 
for solar time, which is referred to as UT1. UTC is maintained by 
atomic clocks at a uniform scale up to an error of 9/10 of a second 
as compared to the navigator’s time. At that point a leap second is 
introduced as correction. If you listen carefully to WWV, you may 
hear double ticks or pulses after the start of each minute. This 
gives you the UTC - UT1 correction, in unsts of 0.1 second. The 
location of the double tick within the minutes indicates the sign (+ 
or -) of the correction.

FLORIDA MIDDAY TRAFFIC NET

FMTN policy has always been to allow the NCS personal freedom in conducting his net 
session. During the past year The Manager, WB4AID and Senior Assistant Manager, 
N4UF have observed an experiment conducted by W4ESH, Asst. FMTN Manager in 
charge of Planning, whereby the NCS instructs his participants to re-enter the net upon 
his invitation to do so; unless that station has not made contact (then the operator should 
call in at the first available pause to so inform the NCS). This system has reduced much of 
the clutter and confusion experienced by Net Control when stations return any time they 
wish, even during NCS assignment announcements. It is noted that various NCS use a 
different variety of this procedure, with a greater variety of unsuccessful occasions. 

In order to make re-entry much more orderly, FMTN Management recommends that 
EACH AND EVERY FMTN NET CONTROL STATION USE THE EXACT PROCEDURE 
AS OUTLINED ABOVE. Remember that stations not making contact as assigned are 
requested to so inférm NCS at once upon return to the net. ALL NCS’s ARE ALSO 
REQUESTED TO MAKE FREQUENT CALLS FOR RETURNING STATIONS. All 
participants are respectfully requested to assist the Net Control in this important effort. 
Thank you for your cooperation in this matter. 

Those stations entering FMTN with Traffic are entitled to prompt service by our REPS 
who will be going into NTS later. In order to accomplish this, FMTN management has 
asked each NCS to solicit REPS for their traffic at fifteen minutes before FMTN con- 
venes, which is 1700Z. It may be plausible for NCS to pass early, VERY high volume 
traffic held by a station OR that of a station which is very short of time. These three 
conditions are the only ones affected by such FMTN policy and the time for this service is 
added to that of the regular FMTN session.

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SO YOU WANT TO BECOME A NET CONTROL STATION; 

I check in to an average of 180 Florida nets a month and it gives 
me an opportunity to hear a lot of Net Control Stations at work. Net 
Control Stations are hard to find, they give a lot of their time to net 
operations and they should be treated with respect. Most are good 
operators and do a good job. Some should not be Net Control 
Stations. 

I run about 12 sessions a month as a Net Control Station and this 
does not make me an expert nor do I profess to be one. I make a lot 
of mistakes, correct these mistakes as I operate and am con- 
tinually trying to improve my operations as a Net Control Station 
and as an Amateur Radio Operator in general. 

The following are some things you should and should not do as a 
Net Control Station and some things you should know as a Net 
Control Station. I hope they will make you a better operator and a 
better Net Control Station. 

1.) DO NOT ACCEPT NET CONTROL POSITIONS IF YOU 
CANNOT HEAR OR CANNOT BE HEARD. 

Compare your signals with those of other stations in your general 
area on how well you are heard and how well you hear. Choose the 
furthermost station from you in the area your particular net 
covers. If you need relays with more than a few stations and you 
have to ask more than a few stations to repeat their calls, you will 
be in trouble as a Net Control Station. (Note: The above remarks do 
not include large area nets where propagation plays a vital part in 
reception. ) 

2.) YOU ARE NET CONTROL. SO BE IN CONTROL! 

Do not let other stations talk under or over you. Suggestions are 
fine as long as the Net Control Station request them. Unsolicited 
remarks from members of the net should not be tolerated. If you, as 
Net Control, have a situation arise that you are not sure of, then ask 
for help. That is the only way to learn. 

3.) KNOW YOUR PROCEDURE! 

Study your preamble and how your net operates. Know in what 

order each item of procedure comes and stick to it. The best way to

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foul up as Net Control is to run the net differently every time you 
are the Net Control Station. If your net has a good preamble, stick 
to it and you won’t foul up on procedure. Then, each station in the 
net will know what comes next and you won’t pull any surprises on 
the net members. After all, they are your peers and they will be 
judging your performance. 

4.) KNOW YOUR NET STATIONS. 

Familiarize yourself with each station. Know where he is located 
and what area of traffic he can handle. If you ask the same station 
these questions more than-a couple of times, then you are in trouble 
as a Net Control Station. 

5.) KNOW YOUR LIAISON NETS. : 

Know what nets liaison with your net, what areas and cities they 
cover and try to route traffic through their reps. There is nothing 
more disgusting than to check-in to a net as a rep from a liaison net 


_ and the Net Control routes traffic for a particular city covered by 


your net, through 2 or 3 different relays and nets and it finally 
arrives back to your net the same time or later than your next 
session. No wonder messages are sometimes garbled. This is one 
area the Net Control Station plays an important part in keeping the 
National Traffic System the best means by far to route traffic. If 
the Net Control fouls up in this area, then he fouls up the system. 
Know your liaison nets and what area and cities they cover. If you 
don’t, then you are in trouble as a Net Control Station. 


6.) KNOW YOUR NET REPS! 

Know what reps normally come from what nets. Give your 
regular net reps traffic preference as they put in a lot of tire 
meeting your net and others. Excuse them from the net promptly 
when they have cleared their traffic. If you route traffic through a 
non-regular net rep over your regular net rep who has been stan- 
ding by on frequency to receive traffic, then you are in big trouble 
as a Net Control Station. 


7.) KNOW HOW TO DISTRIBUTE YOUR LISTED TRAFFIC. 

Develop a good system so you know what stations you are sen- 
ding off with whom, what traffic they are to receive and who you 
are to send off next in line. Determine this by who has the most 
traffic to send, who can receive most of this traffic and what reps 
have to be at other nets at what time. This is something that no one 
can teach or tell you. It is learned from experience and by knowing 
your net reps and liaison nets. Also, by just getting in there and 
doing it. If you cannot learn to do it and you start having traffic pile- 
ups, then you are in trouble as a Net Control Station. 

8.) KNOW YOUR FREQUENCIES! 

Know what nets are on what frequencies the same time as your 
net. If you don’t it will take forever to pass traffic when you send 
stations off frequency. They will either spend too much time 
looking for each other or will have to keep coming back to net to get 
hooked up again. Or, you will have stations from other nets coming 
up to let you know you are sending stations down that are in- 
terfering with their net. Know the frequencies around your net 
frequency. 

9.) SHARE THE WORKLOAD. 

Don’t call on the same station every time for relays. Don’t call on 
the same station in one city all the time to take traffic if there 
is more than one amateur there. Don’t ask the same station every 
time to sub when the regular rep does not show up. Don’t ask the 
same Station every time to put out a call for check-ins. Remember, 
the net is a team effort and as Net Control, it is your duty to try and 
get everyone active in net operations. 

10.) DO NOT LET INTERFERENCE (QRM) DISRUPT YOUR 
CONTROL OF THE NET. 

Interference with the net is your sole responsibility as the Net 
Control Station. If the interference is so bad you cannot run the net, 
then ask a member of the net to try to eliminate the interference. If 
this does not work, then ask the net to standby and you try to move 
the interference. If this does not work, then temporarily move the 
net frequency. If the interference is intentional, the best solution is 
to ignore it. The more you talk about intentional interference, the 
more it persists. 

11.) DON’T TRY TO BE THE PUBLIC RELATIONS DIRECTOR 
FOR YOUR NET. 


Remember, you are the Net Control Station. Socializing, 
ragchewing and exchanging pleasantries with members of the net 
is wasting everyone’s time including yours. If there is someone you 
want to talk to or have not heard from for sometime, ask him to 
standby till after net. The majority of the net is not interested in 
your QSO and are there for another purpose, anyway. 

12.) DO YOUR NET REPORTS PROMPTLY. 

Keep an accurate record of net operations. The call signs and 
number of check-ins. The amount of traffic passed. Who the net 
reps were. The length of time of the net. All this info is of vital in- 
terest to your NM in making his reports to the STM and SM. Get 
your net reports in as soon as possible after your session as Net 
Control. 

13.) BE PRECISE, STEADY AND DELIBERATE. 

No one likes to check-in to a net when the net control is going so 
fast (CW or phone) you cannot understand his instructions. Nor 
does one like to check-in to a net where the Net Control is slow, 
fumbles for words and cannot seem to get his instructions across. 
Speak clearly and distinctly. Be deliberate.

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HOW IT GOT STARTED 

By John F. Barrows, W1HCR 
SERVICE IS OUR BUSINESS. . . There have been queries about 
the new network, called Southcars, operating in the southeastern 
section of the nation. Actually the acronym is SCARS, but 
pronounced Southcars which is the derivative of the South Coast 
Amateur Radio SErvice. This new organization is the final link of a 
nation-wide Instant-Service network serving the entire fourth-call 
area and some fifth-call states. 
The idea of providing a valid amateur radio service was the 
brainchild of Jim Hartwell, K7UDG, now a resident of Palo Alto, 
California, who in 1963 founded the West Coast Amateur Radio 
Service (pronounced Westcars). It was initially planned for fixed 
or mobile stations to assist campers and other mobile stations with 
vital inforamtion while traveling through-out the twenty-three 
western states. WCARS operates on 7.255 kHz. In January 1968 the 
Midwest Amateur Radio Service (pronounced MIDCARS) was 
founded by Marv Cook, W9WWE and Nick Geer, K9DDT. They 
meet on 7.258; followed by the organization in December 1968 of the 
East Coast Amateur Radio SErvice (Eastcars) by K1LTO, 
WAIKRN, WA3GAL, W3RAZ and W3RSC (now W4MLF). They too 
chose to operate on 7.255. Two years ago Dick Eichhorn, KBOAE 
and Steve Hendrix, KAODEK organized Northcars who operate on 
7.250 and are manned primarily by handicapped hams in the area 
of Minnesota, Wisconsin, the Dakotas and the neighboring states. 
The southeastern section of the country wis the only area unable 
to provide this very effective and valid service. The organization 
and operation of Southcars was co-founded this past January by 
Walter Rike, KE80 and John Barrows, W1HCR, thereby com- 
pleting the nation-wide network. Although all CARS units operate 
using the same traditional procedures basically established by 
WCARS, each is independent of each other.

Activity levels for the Jan. ARRL VHF 
Sweepstakes were about average as compared to other years, 
although 432 Mhz QSOs were hard to find due to inoperative 
equipment and poor tropo conditions. In general, 6 meter 
propagation conditions were about as good as on 2 meters. Miami 
stations worked several VHFers in NFL ranging from KL7JGI/4 
(Panama City) to WSHUQ/4 (Jax.) as well as a few 10 watt 2m SSB 
stations as far north as Lake City.

The following is from the NE VHF NEWS: 


WARC IMPLEMENTATION: The FCC released the Second Report and Order in 
General Docket No. 80-739, the WARC implementation proceeding, on December 8, 1983. 
By this action, the Commission has amended the domestic Table of Frequency Allocations 
contained in Part 2 of its Rules to bring it into compliance with the WARC-79 actions, and 
has adopted a set of definitions that is consistent with the new international radio 
regulations. Here is a summary of the results concerning the World Above 50 Mhz. : 

50-54 Mhz: Remains exclusively Amateur. 

144-148 Mhz: Remains exclusively Amateur. 

220-225 Mhz: The status quo is maintained for the moment, with the Amateur Service to 
benefit from a phasing down of Government Radiolocation operations in the band through 
the remainder of the decade. However, the cessation of government Radiolocation raises 
the possibility of other services, Government or non-Government, being introduced in at 
least a portion of the band. Here again we are likely to have a battle on our hands in a 
future proceeding. Sharing with radiolocation has generally been satisfactory; finding 
. another suitable sharing partner would help assure continued access to the band for 
Amateurs. 

420-430 Mhz: As presaged in August, 1981 QST, page 57, this segment will no longer be 
routinely available along tne Canadian border. Some operation may be possible with

waiver, subject to coordination with Canada. (This restriction will affect much of nor- 
thern New England.) 

430-450 Mhz: There is no change to the domestic Table of Frequency Allocations, despite 
the extensive changes to the International Table. 

902-928 Mhz: the new Amateur band will not be available in Colorado and Wyoming, 
bounded by the area of latitude 39 deg. N to 42 deg. N and longitude 103 deg. W to 108 deg. 
W, and is allocated on a secondary basis to the Amateur Service elsewhere. Amateur 
Stations must tolerate any interference from industrial, scientific, and medical (ISM) 
devices, Automatic Vehicle Monitoring (AVM) systems, and government stations. 
Whether there will be limitations to protect the AVM systems remains to be seen. 

1215-1240 Mhz: As expected, this segment is to be withdrawn to protect the NAV- 
STAR/GPS radionavigation satellite system from interference. 

1240-1300 Mhz: The new amateur satellite uplink at 1260-1270 Mhz is recognized. The 
only other changes are in the international footnotes, but at this point the ARRL knows of 
no plans for domestic implementation of new sharing arrangements for the band. 

2300-2310 Mhz: In this 10 Mhz segment, we retain our existing domestic status. Un- 
fortunately, in Europe the Amateurs are generally losing access to 2300-2320 Mhz, and in 
Japan only 2400-2450 Mhz is available. The result is that there is no common, worldwide 
allocation in this band that is free from ISM interference at 2450 Mhz. 

2310-2390 Mhz: In order to protect aeronautical flight test telemetry from interference, 
the Amateur allocation is being withdrawn. 

2390-2450 Mhz: The new Amateur satellite allocation at 2400-2450 Mhz is recognized.

Computing and amateur radio have a lot in common. It’s 
amazing how much “‘crossover’’ technology is involved in both 
pursuits. Just look at how many of today’s radios use computers. 
Many computers also use radios (but the computer people call 
them ‘‘data links’’). 

Many people who are interested in amateur radio are interested 
in computing, in fact, home computing started with the same spirit 
that brought us ‘‘ham’’ radio. The original ‘‘hackers’’ had to build 
their own machines from scratch, which included designing the 
circuits and writing the programs. The term ‘“‘hacker”’ described a 
person who sat at the keyboard hacking away at the keys, much 
like a DXer spends hours tuning around the bands. 

Any hobby is more fulfilling when you can ‘‘compare notes”’ with 
others who have the same hobby. In ham radio we exchange notes 
through specialized nets, and repeaters. The hackers have nets and 
repeaters too, but they call them bulletin board systems (BBS) or 
sometimes, personal message systems (PMS). 

A BBS can be specialized, (like a some nets) or it can be open, 
(like a closed repeater). Most BBS’s have an open sections which 
allows anyone to call in, but have private access to the other 
stations. 

Some BBS’s are sponsored by businesses, who charge a fee, but 
hundreds more are put up by regular people, as a public service. 
Just like a repeater, the people who use it help support it with 
money or equipment donations. By the way, do you support your 
local repeater? (If not, you should. ) 

Here is a list of BBS’s in Florida, this list is not complete, because 
(like repeaters) systems go up daily, and others go down for 
various reasons (lack of support?). To use this list, read the 
manual that came with the modem for your computer, then pick a 
number from the list, and go to it. Messages for me can be left on 
ED’S BBS (area code 904).

INTERNATIONAL AMATEUR RADIO ARRANGEMENTS 

The United States has arragnements for third party com- 
munications and for reciprocal operating privileges in the Amateur 
Radio Service with the governments listed below. 

Third Party Arrangements 

The United States has arrangements to permit United States 
amateur radio stations to exchange third party communications 
with amateur radio stations in these countries: Antigua and 
Barbuda, Argentina, Australia, Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, E] 
Salvador, The Gambia, Ghana, Guatemala, Guyana, Haiti, 
Honduras, Israel, Jamaica, Jordan, Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, 
Panama, Paraguay, Peru, St. Lucia, St. Vincent and the 
Grenadine, Trinidad & Tobago, Uruguay, Venezuela. 

The United States also has an agreement with the International 
Telecommunication Union (ITU) permitting third party com- 
munications with its station 4U1ITU in Geneva, Switzerland. 

International amateur radio communications are limited by the 
International Radio Regulations, which state in part that they shall 
be made in plain language and shall be limited to messages of a 
technical nature relating to tests and to remarks of a personal 
character for which, by reason of their unimportance, recourse to 
the public telecommunications service is not justified. Business 
messages are prohibited. At the end of an exchange of international 
third party communications, each amateur radio station must 
transmit the call sign of the foreign station in addition to its own 
call sign. (see §97.84). (CLIP & SAVE.) 

Reciprocal Operating Arrangements 

The United States has arrangements to grant reciprocal 
operating permits to visiting alien amateur radio operators. An 
alien amateur radio operator licensed by one of the following 
countries, who is also a citizen of that same country, may apply for 
a permit to operate his or her amateur radio station in the United 
States. (A US. citizen is not eligible for a reciprocal operating 
permit in the United states under these arrangements. ) 

Argentina, Australia, Austria, The Bahamas, Barbados, 
Belgium, Belize, Bolivia, Botswana, Brazil, *Canada, Chile, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Denmark, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
El Salvador, Fiji, Finland, France, Germany, Fed. Rep. of, 
Greece, Grenada, Guatemala, Guyana, Haiti, Honduras, Iceland, 
India, Indonesia, Ireland, Rep. of, Israel, Italy, Jamaica, Jordan, 
Kiribati, Kuwait, Liberia, Luxembourg, Monaco, Netherlands, 
Netherlands Antilles, New Zealand, Nicaragua, Norway, Panama, 
Paraguay, Peru, Philippines, Portugal, St. Lucia, Seychelles, 
Sierra Leone, Solomon Islands, Spain, Suriname, Sweden, Swit- 
zerland, Trinidad & Tobago, Tuvalu, United Kingdom, Uruguay, 
Venezuela, Yugoslavia.. 

*Arrangements with Canada authorize oepration by Canadian 
amateur radio operators in the United States without a reciprocal 
operating permit and vice-versa. 

An alien amateur radio operator may apply for a permit by 
completing FCC Form 610-A, available from any FCC office or, in 
some cases, from United States missions abroad. The permit is 
valid for one year or until the date of expiration on the applicant’s 
license, whichever comes first. The completed application Form 
610-A and a photocopy of the applicant’s current amateur license 
should be sent to:

Amateur radio operations in areas where telecommunication is 
regulated by the FCC must comply with Part 97 of the Rules. 
Reciprocal permit operator privileges (see §97.311) are those 
authorized by the operator’s own government, but not to exceed 
those of the FCC Amateur Extra Class operator license (see §97.7). 

United States amateur radio licensees who wish to apply for a 
reciprocal operating permit should write to the radio licensing 
authorities in the government of the country to be visited. The 
regulations of that country apply. (CLIP & SAVE. )

New HF RACES segments are 3930 to 3980 kHz, 
7079 to 7097 kHz, 14331 to 14350 kHz, 21228 to 21267 kHz, and 29237 to 
29273 kHz. 

On UHF, the band 420 to 450 MHz, 1240 to 1300 MHz, and 2390 to 
2450 MHz are newly authorized for RACES subject to the usual 
restrictions that apply to those bands and new restrictions on 420 to 
430 MHz near the Canadian border. Details will appear in March

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ARMY MARS 
SUPPRESS THOSE TRANSIENTS! 
By Dick, AAR4PP 

No — in spite of that headline, we are not proposing an attack on 
the civil rights of Florida tourists. We are talking about those 
sudden power spikes that can zonk your solid state gear. They can 
enter your equipment uninvited whenever the utility company 
switches generators, or when an air conditioner or other appliance 
in your home cuts in or out. And most especially you can expect 
spikes when lightning hits a power line, even a few miles away — 
and you rightly know how often lightning hits things here in our 
sandbar state! 

The awful thing about this stuff is not just that it can burn out a 
few replaceable components, but that it severely shortens the life of 
other components, so that your gear keeps cutting out because of 
component failures for months or years thereafter. Better safe 
than sorry, huh? 


‘‘Safe,’’ according to Steve Garcia, writing in the 12/83 Byte 
magazine, means lots of MOV’s strategically placed across all 
three lines that feed your equipment. MOV’s (metal-oxide 
varistors) should be soldered between neutral and hot wires, plus 
neutral and ground, plus hot and ground, so that ‘‘common-mode’’ 
transients can be handled. And don’t try to save $$ by just soldering 
MOV’s at your junction box in the hope of protecting the whole 
house: in the first place, they shuld be closer to the equipment 
needing protection, and in the second place, the things are dirt 
cheap, compared to what they can save you. 

A dollar and fifty-nine cents apiece is all General Electric 
V130LA10A MOV’s will cost you if you get them off the Radio Shack 
wall rack as Number 276-570. These little goodies are rated as 
handling a transient peak current of 4.5 thousand amps, which 
should give you a nice feeling of security. The easiest way to make 
protectors is to open power-strips and solder the MOV’s across the 
wires within them. Don’t settle for pre-manufactured store-bought 
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units unless you look inside them. For instance, the Radio Shack 
Voltage Spike Protector (No. 61-2790, $9.95) comes in a pretty 
bubble pack, but it only includes a single MOV across the hot and 
neutral lines. 

There’s more covered in Garcia’s article, starting on Page 36 of 
the December Byte, like RF protection and the use of lightning 
rods. Well worth reading for any Floridian. 

So — go out and spring for a handful of MOV’s. Next time you are 
wondering whether to cut out of a MARS net while a message to 
your station is being transmitted at the same time that thunder is 
making nasty little grumbles in the distance, you’ll be glad you 
installed them!
